while seriously Impaired by clouds at the 
time of ingitos, were quite u successful u 
could have U,cn expected as rei«rds the third 
and fourth contacts. Of the former of the: 
euirtclally I hope to be able t» report the tL 
within quite moderale limits of error, provl 
ed ne we able to procure true Washiiifrtg 
time to-morrow by telegraph. The Wester 
Union Telegraph company tends the time 
Washington noon over all the country to-da 
and to-monuw, but today; in consequence c 
some accident at Denver, the signals stoppec 
there, so that It is as yet «ncert»iu whether 
will be possible to «Mertain the true time <. 
our observation. The times which I give be- 
l»w are therefore the nJ.u,h limes, Just as uie 
were leeorded at tlie moment, and affectec 
with on error tlie amount of which is « ye 
undetermined. 


At sunrise tlie vvholoeastera horizon was 


bordered wfth clouds, but it was not until th 
sun was fairly above the horizon thatlsuj 
posed they were too dense for the use of th 
colored gl««s In tht telescope. I caught sigh 
of Venus through a rift at H minutes pas 
seven, and saw that the first coitoct uius 
have been.a good while past, as she was fully 
three quartern nn thi» rfi«fc Tlio cl^u^ d|u 
out the second contact so that I did not agalu 
see the planet till-sbe has well within the 
disk. It' 1s possible that I might have ob 
stored Ihe second contact had tbe clear rye- 
piece been used, for Professor Strteby, observ- 
ing at his house with a smaller glare, was sat- 
isfied that the lime of secoad contact wa£ bfr 
Iween UK aud 13J< minutes past" sevenT by 
his time.

About twenty mlnules p*st eight a furious 


storm of vtlnd arose, -and continued with 
gradual abatement through Ihe forenoon; so 
that I was obliged to remove the telescope 
from Its usual place on the roof and observe 
tlie progress of tlio transit through an open 
sou,tu Tvludow. After some experiment, I be- 
came convinced that direct vision through 
the telescope was not likely to to give neatly 
as good results as projection of tho image on 
• screen. 1 therefore darkened the window 
around the telescope as completely as possi- 
ble, and hung a large sheet of paper about a 
foot [behind tbo eye-glass, using my lushest 
maguiftlng power, and removing tho shatte 
of colored glass. In this way, when the,'im- 
age was properly focused, on the paper,Vonus 
was repieatiited-bV a circular spot, of a very 
little more than a half-inch In diameter. Tbe 
limbs of bolh Venus and tho sun, however, 
were very far from being clear-cut circam- 
f nonces, ta consequence of the unusually tur- 
bulent stale of tlio atmosphere, which pre- 
sented the appearance of violent boiling on 
the edge of each disc. As the time of egtiws 
approached the two limbs appeared to be sep- 
arated by * (lowly-narrowing band of. poje 
yel!»w light, tbe colof being duo to Imperfect 
achioraatlsm, together, probably, with a very 
slight defect In focasfng.

At 4 p. m. lib 
watch was 4 min. t sec. slowci than mine, so 
that his observation vtould place the contact 
at 13 h 4U m 4s by my time. 


Aftei the tlilrd contact tile notch formed 


by the planet In the edgp bf the bright disk 
grew rapidly sumlEer aud soon becama dili 
cult lo distinguish from the depression* pro- 
duced bj the disturbance of the air, especial- 
ly 05 the latter often retained their place on 
the limb for quite a little while. By close 
watch I kept a view of tin T>lonet until 5,x
